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S o let’s get this straight: The taxpayers of Philadelphia can't 
evict an organization that blatantly violates dty law with 
its bigoted policies from a publicly owned building that it 
rents for free (technically, $1 a year).

Here's what it could mean for the Keystone State, according to a 
letter Gov. Ed Rend ell. along with 41 other governors, wrote in 
February urging Congress to extend the stimulus law's Medicaid 
funding(apart ofthe defeated bill): “Last year we cut spending 
by $1.75 billion We have eliminated over 4,500 state posi- 
tions and cut our fleet and energy costs dramatically Without 

this extension of federal fiscal relief Pennsylvania will be forced 
not only to cope with [$1 billion] less in state revenue, but we will 
need to address a $2 billion loss in state and federal revenues 
combined. . . . Given this reality, the number of jobs lost as a 
result of our state deficit is likely to double ifthis . . . exten- 
sion is not enacted." 

According to the Center on Budget and Policy Priorities, that 
means cutting domestic violence spending in half, eliminat- 
ing all state funds for homelessness and substance abuse and 
funding cuts for child welfare, among other things. 

There's still a chance that the Medicaid funding could be 
passed separately — and indeed, governors from across the 
country went to Washington, D.C., this week to lobby for just that 
— though given the intransigence ofthe GOP minority, we kind of

A STORY OF GUNS AND 
MONEY IN PHILADELPHIA.

W hen the movie Desperado came out in 1995, it 
seemed every last thug in Philly pictured himself a 
gunslinger with a .45 caliber semi-automatic in each 
hand, blowing away his enemies while a Spanish 
guitar serenaded the scene. In the early 70s, around 
the time of Dirty Harry, Clint Eastwood was the 
man to be: Criminals wanted to stoically stare down their enemies just before 
they dispatched them with their Magnums. But by 1995, Clint Eastwood was 
quaint. Now all the thugs wanted were those twin ,45s. 

So Jerome got them twin ,45s. 

In the morning, he took care of his five biological and stcpkids while his wife 
worked the graveyard shift at a local hospital. He poured cereal for the ones old 
enoughtogotoschool and made pancakes for the ones that stayed at home. They 




watched GullaGulla Island and 
Blue's Clues until 10 a.m., when 
the gun stores opened. He head- 
ed out and stopped by Mike & 
Kates on OxfordAvenue, Delia’s 
on Torresdale, sometimes a gun 
show in Fort Washington, and the 
rest of the gun stores in the city 
willing to sell to him, until he’d 
purchased enough Ruger .45 cal- 
ibers to fill his orders. On a slow 
day, he’d grab a few guns; on peak 
days, he’d buy about a dozen. And 
since ho didn't have any convic- 
tions on his criminal record, he 
could pay and leave with his pur- 
chases within an hour. 

He dropped off his purchases 
to his customers, picked up his 
kids at school and took them to 
Wendy’s. 

Rugers are cheap guns, and a 
pair cost around $400. Jerome 
could flip them on the street for 
$l,OOO.TheMac-llshesoldhad 
a slightly higher profit margin. 
For every couple hundred dollars 
Jerome spent on a gun, he made 
at least double on resale. Over his 
three years as a gun trafficker, 
from 1997 to 1999, Jerome esti- 
mates he sold about 300 guns 
and made between S50.000 and 
$60,000. 

That’s not a huge amount of 
money. Still, a former prosecu- 

Jerome was the single biggest 
gun trafficker in Philadelphia. 

Tbday, he works in a hospital. 

Jerome — not his real name; 
he spoke on the condition that 






his name be withheld — sits with 
me at B2 Cafe, a hipster hotbed 
on 12th Street and Passyunk 
Avenue whose disco-throwback 
music and tattooed baristas are 
utterly at odds with the man in 
front of me: black and bald with a 
face shaved as rough as his voice 
sounds. Jerome speaks hoarsely, 
and oven when riled, his voice 
never rises above a few decibels, 
as if the intent to sound enraged 
is there, but his vocal chords sim- 
ply won’t permit it, 

He looks through the window 
and points across the street. "I 
used to open the trunk of my car 
and sell ’em right on that street 
comer,” he says. 

Before he became a criminal, 
he did what he does now, work 
in mental health, at a different 
hospital, and he was fired for fre- 
quent lateness. He found himself 
in a bind and, being a gun nut, he 
also frequently found himself at 
the firing range. Aguy he knew at 
the range told him he could make 
money illegally selling guns. 

So he did. 

Jerome had his concealed fire- 
arms license, so he could bypass 
the state's five-day waiting peri- 
od. In tltc beginning, his role was 
more facilitator than dealer. He'd 
go in and buy the guns for liis part- 
ner from the firingTange; his part- 
ner would flip them and Jerome 
would get a cut. 

“Isawsomebodywhoknew [my 
partner] , and he said, Hey aren't 
you the guy who does so and so? 



You got anything onyou?'AndI 
said. Yeah, matter of fact I do.’ And 
then when I presented [a Mac- 
90] to him he’s like, ‘What you 
want for this? You’ll take $800 
for it?’ And I'm like, whoa, I just 
paid like$199fbrthis thing. And 
that’s when my antennas went 
up about my buddy.” 

Jerome cut his partner out. 

He started hitting up the gun 
shops a couple times a week, some- 
times daily, sometimes more than 
daily. They knew him by name, 
by face. He'd call ahead and ask 
them what they had in stock He’d 
ask them what kinds of deals he 
could get if he bought in mul- 
tiples. (According to the Bureau 
ofAlcohol, Tobacco and Firearms, 
or ATF, legitimate gun dealers 
rarely, if ever, sell multiples. ) 

In 1999, Jerome, now 47, was 
arrested and spent 54 months 
in prison. Over the course of his 
term, the idea of selling a prod- 
uct that was used to kill another 
person — and yes, he says, some 
of the guns he sold became mur- 
der weapons — became loss con- 
veniently abstract. He realized 
what, exactly, he had done, “I 
never really looked at [guns] as 
being something bad. I looked at 
’em as you look at hammers or 
screwdrivers. I looked at ’em as 
a tool. But when you look at an 
autopsy report and you see what 
a firearm could do . . .” 

He trails off, then talks about 
his stepson, who was arrested 
in 2005 after being convicted of 





murder. “1 read the autopsy report of the guy who got killed: 'Aorta ripped out, 
spine severed, damage to spleen and liver.’ Graphic. It just makes you shake 
when you read it." 

But Jerome isn’t talking with me because he feels sorry — that’s something 
he can do on his own time. Jerome feels like he’s already repented, but the 
facilitators of his crimes haven't. He feels he isn't the only one who should have 
been punished. 

"Tm supposed to have remorse for what I did. But you wanna tell me these bas- 
tards I the gun dealersl , they sit back, and they say, 'Oh well, you know, I Jeromel , 
that was on him whatever he did after that,'” he says, his voice gravelly and 
angry but still quiet. "If I should feel remorse, these motherfuckers should feel 
remorse, too. Because I came in there, and they took the money, and they took 
the money, and they took the money, and they took the money, over and over and 
over again. And these fuckers are siltin' in their houses, their nice little house, 
they go on sellin’ guns, day out and day in, with no consequence. None. None. 

"In a society that says we value public safety, how was I even able to do what 
I did? It should have never been able to happen.” 

^ EVEN AFTER DECADESofdebateover gun control, attempts to regulate 
straw purchases — sales in whicli a customer purchases a gun and sells it to 
someone legally unable to buy it — and public relations campaigns waged 
against neghgent gun sellers, there are still a couple of popular misconceptions 
about how criminals get guns. The first is that criminals break into the houses 
of unwitting citizens at night, rifle through their belongings and steal their 
firearms. Then they rim off and shoot people. 

The second is that Uzbek arms dealers roll into ports in the shadowy hours of 
early morning while fog from the river conceals them in an ominous haze. They 
open up the doors of their cargo trucks and make deals with local drug bosses 
for hundreds of thousands of dollars' worth of handguns and machine guns. The 
bosses distribute them to their crews. The crews run off and shoot people.

The truth is far less sexy, and 
goes like this: A man walks into 
a gun store and buys a gun. He 
sells that gun to a criminal. 

The end. 

This isn’t news, and gun control 
efforts have focused on plugging 
this elegantly simple pipeline. In 
February, legislation introduced 
by City Council members Darrell 
Clarke and Donna Miller that 
would require firearms purchas- 
ers to apply for permits in order 
to buy gluts came before Council’s 
Public Safety Committee. 

That legislation was initially 
introduced back in 2008, but 
never gained traction. Five other 
gun-control bills introduced back 
then, however, did; these bills 
moved through Council and were 
signed by Mayor MichaelNutter 
in early 2008: 

4 a ban on assault weapons 
4 a law that sought to reduce 
straw sales by forcing purchas- 
ers to prove they were not resell- 
ing guns on the black market 
4 a requirement that gun own- 
ers report lost or stolen guns 
within 24 hours 
4 a law banning people under rest- 
raining orders from buying or 
selling guns 

4 and a law that granted police 
the authority to confiscate a gun 
fromsomeonedeemedanimmin- 
ent threat to himself or others 
The National Rifle Association 
(NRA) and a handful of small gun 



dealerssuedthecity.The courts 
struck down the assault weapon 
ban and the effort to limit straw 
sales because they ran counter 
to state laws, but it upheld the 
latter three. 

Among those suing tile city was 
Colosimo’s Police Equipment, 
the decades-old gun store on 
11th and Spring Garden streets 
that in September 2009 was 
shut down by ATF. Colosimo's 
Inc. was charged in federal court 
with a failure to keep track of 
records and making false state- 
ments. Its owner, James Col- 
osimo, accepted a plea bargain 
on the company’s behalf, paid a 
$10,000 fine and received five 
years’ probation. 

Coincidentally, Jerome says 
he met his partner at Colosimo's 
firing range. He later returned 
once or twice as a trafficker, but 
found the prices too high. He 
claims that of all the sellers he 
knew who were involved in straw 
purchases, "Colosimo’s wasn’t 
even the biggest offender," 

A 2004 ATF report used in the 
city's defense, however, found that 
Colosimo's was indeed the biggest 
offender. According to The Phil- 
adelphia Inquirer, of the 3,075 
guns ATF agents traced in Pliilly 
before 2004, 691, or 22 percent, 
came from Colosimo's. 

Attempts to reach James Colos- 
imo for this story were unsuccess- 
ful. Last year, however, he told 
reporters that his store had the 
highest number of traced guns 



— guns that police recovered and S 
suspected were involved in ille- “ 
galactivity — because he’d been " 
around for 40 years and sold at | 
high volumes. “ 

According to court documents, 
ATF had hard evidence about 
Colosimo's misdeeds, through 
wiretaps and informants, in 2005 
— four years before the prosecu- 
tion. In the meantime, there were 
no cinematic raids, no feds an- 
nouncing themselves with hard 
bangs on the door before busting 
it in and telling everyone they 
were under arrest. 

Instead, the store remained 
open, and for four years, noth- 
ing happened. 

None of the other gun stores 
Jerome says supplied him have 
been shut down. 

Jerome remembers walking 
into Mike & Kates one night to 
pick up guns. “I see these two 

with a folder. It's got my name on 
it. And they start talking about 
me. These two white ATF agents 
are standing there. I say, 'Alright, 
Mike, I’ll check you later.’ He’s 
like, ‘All right, take it easy.’ He 
didn't even say my name. I called 
him later and he said they were i 
questioning him about me. And » 
he said, ‘But I know you’re not p 
doing anything.” i 

(When I called Mike & Kates * 
for comment, a manager who 3 
identified himself as Mike ter- g 
sely told me: “Number one, Tm 5 





very busy and don’t have time for this. Number two, I was not the owner of the 
store at that time”) 

* WHEN THE COURT ofCommon Pleas ruled in favor oftheNRA in 2008 
— a decision affirmed by the Commonwealth Court in 2009 — it did so because, 
under the Pennsylvania Uniform Firearms Act, the city couldn't make gun laws 
counter to the more lenient laws enacted by the state. 

But there is another more burdensome problem, which, if solved, might pre- 
empt the need for a straw-sales ordinance in the first place: ATF is surprisingly 
toothless, both legally and financially. And this impotence may explain why it 
took so long to shutter Colosimo's, as well as why Jerome's other suppliers are 
still in business. 

The agency’s human resources are hamstrung. In 2009, it had slightly more 
than 2,000 agents monitoring the entire United States (comparatively, the 
Philadelphia Police Department employs about 6,600 officers), and about $1 
billion to pay for them and the tools they use. President Barack Obama has 
still not appointed a director, allowing the ATF to remain leaderless. And guns 
aren’t all the agency focuses on: It also uses that manpower to quash tobacco 
trafficking (a real thing) and alcohol trafficking (also a real thing). 

The Justice Department's Office of the Inspector General recognized this when 
it evaluated ATF’s proficiency at investigating gun dealers in a 2004 report: 
“We found that the ATF’s inspection program is not fully effective for ensuring 
that [gun dealersl comply with federal firearms laws because inspections are 
infrequent and of inconsistent quality, and follow-up inspections and adverse 
actions have been sporadic,” the report reads. “ATF workload data show that 
... it would take the ATF more than 22 years to inspect all [gun dealersl." 

But even if ATF's staff and budget doubled, tight legal bindings remain. In 
1986, Congress made a series of sweeping amendments to the Gun Control Act 
of 1968, a comprehensive piece of legislation that significantly restricted who 
could and could not own guns. The later amendments, collectively known as 




Firearm Owners Protection Act 
and passed at the behest of the 
NBA, crippled ATF’s authority. 
The new laws limited the number 
of random inspections ATF could 
perform on dealers to one a year, 
allowed unlicensed dealers to sell 
at gun shows and, perhaps most 
importantly, required that ATF 
show that a gun dealer know- 
ingly and deliberately sold guns 
to a straw purchaser in order to 
bring charges. In other words, 
the agency has to prove intent, 
a notoriously herculean task. 

“Ifyou commit a crime, as people 
well know, you commit the crime,” 
says Joseph Vince, who spent 28 
years in ATF's intelligence circuit, 
ending up as chief of the Crime 
GunAnalysisBranch.“Butfardeal- 
ers, you have to prove that they 
willfully did it, that they inten- 
tionally wanted to do it, that they 
absolutely knew what they were 
doing was wrong. The truth level 
is so high, it’s higher than any 
o tiler [crime] I know of” 

Vince, now director of criminal 
justice programs at Mount St. 
Mary’s University in Maryland, 
is standing in Union Station in 
April. He blends in perfectly in 
Washington, D.C.: He’s short 
and soft-spoken, but decked in 
D.C.-cliic, from the combed salt- 
and-pepper hair to the red silk tie 
paired with a pinstripe suit, and 
he has the aura of a politician, 
though he’s not one. 

Before leavingATF, Vince help-

law enforcement to take any 
given gun, run its serial number 
and find out where, when and 
to whom it was sold. (Vince also 
compiled the report attributing 
22 percent of Philly's traced guns 
to Colosimo’s.) 

Tve had a lot of agents contact 
me and have been very frustrated 
with the restrictions placed on 
them,” he says. “The issue of not 
being able to use information 
to the fullest, like seeing that 
dealers have lots of crime guns 
and not being able to take their 
licenses away.” 

“It’s almost impossible to shut 
down a gun dealer for making 
straw sales,” says Daniel Vice, a 
lawyer for the Brady Center to 
Prevent Gun Violence. “You have 
to prove not only that they knew 
what they were doing was facili- 
tating a crime, but that it was 
an illegal act. In other words, 
you have to prove their mental 
intent to break the law. Then, 
after that, you've got them on a 
misdemeanor.” 

The only way to prove willful- 
ness, says Vice, is to show a pat- 
tern ofbehavior over many years, 
by spending many dollars and 
many man-hours. Which may 
be why, for four years after ATF 
procured wiretaps on Colosimo’s, 
the Department of Justice didn't 

sold guns. 

No one from ATF's Philadelphia 
division would comment on the 
case against Colosimo's. I asked 



Tomika Stevens, one of the fed- 
eral prosecutors in the Colosimo’s 
case, what took so long. 

“Obviously, the government is 
going to indict a case when it lias 
sufficient evidence," she says. “In 
this case, we had 10 guns that 
were allegedly straw-purchased 
over a period of time. Obviously, 
we felt that the purchases back 
in 2004 weren’t in [themselves] 
enough to bring a case. But when 
you bring the purchases in 2004 
with the ones after that, we felt it 
was enough to bring the case.” 

However flimsy the evidence 
might have been in 2004, ATF 
clearly had a stronger case by the 
next year. Between September 
2005 and January 2006.ATF col- 
laborated with an informant — 
“A.P.”— to go into Colosimo's with 
wires and hidden cameras, give 
money to an individual referred 
to in court documents as “Person 
No. 2", and make blatant straw 
purchases in the store. 

“For each transaction," the 
government’s plea memo reads, 
“A.P. entered the store with Per- 
son No. 2, handled each of the 
firearms, and provided money 
to Person No. 2 to purchase each 
gun inside Colosimo’s Inc. On at 
least one occasion, A. P. identified 
himself as the person who was 
gettingthe guns, but Person No. 
2 filled out the paperwork iden- 
tifying himself as the actual 
buyer. On one other occasion, AP, 
walked out of the store with the 
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purchased firearm" 

In April 2007, ATF had another man, “Person No. 3,” walk into Colosimo's with 
a confidential informant, who posed as someone legally unable to buy guns. 
The informant told this to the cashier, asked h i m how much a Taurus 9-mm 
was, then handed the cashier the money. The cashier filled in Person No, 3 as 
the buyer on the requisite paperwork, and gave the gun to the informant.

J There’s no telling whether the dealers picked up the phone and called ATF

to ATF informants and got cau- 
ght. Others were rounded up 
in Operation Sunrise, the 1998 
Philadelphia Police Depart- 
ment’s massive effort to sweep 
up open-air drug markets and 
their merchants. 

They got caught with guns, 
got questioned about the guns 
and pointed to Jerome. 

*0N NOV. 3. 1997, Jerome pick- 
ed up a local drug boss court rec- 
ords caH“Tito,"andTito’s hench- 
man, referred to as “JR.” They 
drove to Shooter Shop, a gun store 
on Allegheny Avenue, just a few 
blocks east ofthe drug bazaar at 
Kensington and Allegheny ave- 
nues. Jerome didn't usually go to 
Shooter Shop; for clips and hol- 
sters, sure, but the prices tended 
to be a little steep, he says. But 
Shooter Shop had a particular 
gun that Tito wanted — a small 
chrome .22-caliber. 

Nearly 13 years later, on a late 
afternoon in March, the side- 
walk outside Shooter Shop is a 
flashpoint between gun-rights 
advocates and gun-control ad- 
vocates led by a consortium of 
local religious leaders known as 
Heeding God’s Call (HGC). Em- 
erald Street serves as the line of 
scrimmage; the NRA counter-pro- 
testers stand to its east, the HGC 
contingent to the west, and each 
team has its colors. To the east is 
an onslaught of red, white and 
blue — jackets, hats, shirts and, of 
course, flags, big and small. Judy 






Rose, daughter of Shooter Shop 
owner Larry Haney, distributes 
literature: Indictments of HGC 
members, NRA advisements to 
support the store (“Help Stop 
the Harassment of Local Gun 
Dealers!"they read), aform to sign 
up for the NRA, a coupon for 10 
percent off at Shooter Shop and a 
letter from a city attorney thank- 
ing Shooter Shop for “helplingl to 
make our city a safer place to live 
and work." 

“You can read that and realize 
why everything they’re saying is 
wrong," she tolls mo. 

HGC wasn’t there to close Shoot- 
er Shop — at 1 east not ostensibly 
— but rather to get the store to 
sign a 10-point code of conduct 
created by Mayors Against Ille- 
gal Guns, an association led by 
New York City Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg and joined by Mayor 
Nutter. Ownerswho sign on agree 
to institute basic safeguards in 
their stores: Videotape transac- 
tions, train their employees, keep 
track of buyers, share informa- 
tion on trace guns on a database 
connected to other stores, and 
so on. That group succeeded in 
getting Wahnart, the largest gun 
seller in the country, to sign the 
code in early 2008. 

The counter-protesters allege 
that the 10-point code is a thinly 
veiled ploy to lure Shooter Shop 
into illegal activity. They say the 
provision requiring the store to 
share customer information with 
other stores would violate the so- 



to the 2003 ATF appropriation 
bill named for U.S. Rep. Todd T. 
Tiahrt (R-Kan.), that prevents 
ATF from sharing gun-trace data 
with the public and, to a large 
degree, local law enforcement. 

(This, however, doesn't seem to 
be true:The Tiahrt Amendment 
only specifies that the ATF not 
spend money disseminating 
trace data outside the agency. 
Notably, Walmart and its army 
of lawyers don't share Shooter 
Shop’s concerns. ) 

“Your method is misguided, ill- 
informed and illegal," Haney’s law- 
yer, Jon Mirowitz, wrote to HGC in 
February after the group asked to 
speak with Haney and threatened 
toprotestifherefrised “Blackmail 
and extortion are in themselves 
very serious crimes." 

“What they’re trying to do is 
trick these dealers into disclos- 
ing confidential information. 
That could mean the loss of their 
business," Mirowitz tells me. He 
then launches into a sprawling 
attack on HGC’s membership: 
He says they rally for Mumia 
Abu-Jamal, support Palestine 
instead of Israel and argue for 
convicts' rights. 

Haney declined to comment 
for this story. He’d also refused 
to meet with HGC. So now HGC 
members were protesting; this 
was, in fact, their second protest 
at Shooter Shop in two months. 

Shooter Shop isn’t HGC’s first

target. HGC rallied against Colosimo’s after owner James Colosimo refused 
to sign the code in January 2009. Some of the protesters were arrested, 
then, after a much-publicized trial, acquitted. Inquirer columnist Monica 
Yant Kinney attributed the government’s prosecution to the protest and 
its aftermath. 

A couple hundred of them gathered outside Colosimo’s, and a couple hundred 
now gather outside Shooter Shop. Led by Shane Claiborne, the dreadlocked 
co-founder of the ascetic The Simple Way in Kensington, they walk down 
Allegheny from the Salvation Army from the west, with ministers and 
children in tow. Paper crosses are passed out, and a large banner goes up in 
front of the stage: "ACT TO END GUN VIOLENCE.” 

The counter-protesters parry. “Raise the flags. Raise ’em up!” someone shouts. 
The American flags start waving. 

The gun rights protesters are loud and committed. HGC’s protesters, by 
contrast, aren’t the best salespeople for their cause. They invoke emotion 
more than readily available data. At no point did they even explain to the 
NRA crowd why they chose Shooter Shop, which is actually pretty telling: A 
2004 study by the Americans for Gun Safety Foundation, using gun-trace data 
from 1996 to 2000, showed the store among the top 120 sellers in the country 
with guns traced back to it, implying that the guns its sells frequently turn 

More fundamentally, the presence and disposition of the counter-protest- 
ers helps explain why Fortune magazine ranked the NRA the most powerful 
lobby in the country: It's not just about money, but also cultural clout and foot 
soldiers and the ability to make any argument Manichean — and the lobby 
carries all in excess. HGC’s goal is nuanced — they’re not trying to shut down 
the store, but to find a compromise. Shooter Shop’s defenders see any attempts 
at regulation as total infringement, and that’s an easier point to defend. 

At the start of the protest, Isaac Miller, an HGC leader, takes the stage: “We call 
on gun stores in Philadelphia and surrounding cities to sign a code of conduct that

would not allow them to sell straw 

purchases of guns to those that 
would seek to sell them back into 
the streets of Philadelphia.” 

The counter-protesters shout 
in, “You support drug dealers!" 
“No way!”“Wash your hair!" 

Scott Krueger, a gun-control ad- 
vocate, gets on the stage with three 
other men and they sing a gospel 
hymn, “Play some Skynyrd!"one 
counter-protester shouts. A wo- 
man in a satinAmerican-Oag jack- 
et with gelled blonde hair turns to 
him and laughs. 

On the western outskirt of the 
protest, Joe Davis sits in his wheel- 
chair. He was paralyzed a decade 
ago on 24th and Somerset after a 
dust-up with a woman ended with 
the woman’s boyfriend putting a 
bullet in Davis’s back He’s there 
to support HGC. 

'Tm almost certain that these 
groups can come together and 
have a conversation and reach 
some sort of common ground," 

He pauses and looks around. 

“Well, I'm not so sure about that" 

THE CHANCES OF stop- 
ping someone like Jerome from 
buying and selling another 300 
illegal guns are slim. The bills 
introduced by Clarke and Miller 
to require gun owners to apply for 
permits and force those charged 
criminallyto relinquish their wea- 
pons aren’t going anywhere, says 
William Nesheiwat, Miller’s leg- 
islative advisor. 






“We're preempted by the state,” 
he says.“Ifthe state doesn’t want 
to oppose it, we can move forward.” 

Meanwhile, the three gun-con- 
trol laws that the city passed in 
2008 and the courts upheld have 
yet to be implemented, because 
the city says the necessary pro- 
tocols are not in place. 

The bigger problem, though, 
isn't catching people like Jer- 
ome, the big-time traffickers. 
"One of my business partners 
coined this phrase and I think 
it's good: It’s the onesies and two- 
sies,” says former ATF agent 
Vince. Jerome was, according 
to Vince, anomalous in the world 
of straw sales. Most illicit gun 
dealers don’t move hundreds of 
guns; instead they flip one here, 

After his arrest, Jerome coop- 
erated so much with federal 

ers threatened him, and he had 
to be incarcerated out of state. 
His assistance didn't come from 
a sense of shame and guilt, but at 
the urging of his public defender 
and, ho says, prosecutors’ threats 
of arresting his wife if he didn’t 
come clean. 

He told (he U.S. Attorney's Office 
where the guns came from, how 
he got them, where they went, 

it all was. 

Prosecutors couldn’t agree on 
what to do with Jerome. Con- 
sidering the extent of his coop- 



orandum describes him as a 
“superb witness . . . with great 
credibility” — some were fine 
with recommending the five- 
year maximum sentence for 
selling guns without a license 
and forgoing the opportunity to 
bring additional charges that 
would have kept Jerome in pris- 
on longer. 

There was at least one, though, 
who thought he got off too easy. 

“(Jerome) pul more guns on 
the street than anybody I ever 
prosecuted for guns, and I was 
a prosecutor for 30 years," says 
one of Jerome's prosecutors, 
who asked to remain anonymous. 
Reviewing the case, he says, he 
wasn’t concerned with rehabili- 
tating Jerome, but making sure 
he was in prison for as long as 
possible. He describes Jerome 
as an amoral menace, someone 
with a cold, blase disregard for 

“He was evil," he says. 

Tile prosecutor’s description 
seems irreconcilable with the 
man in front of me at South Str- 
eet Diner, and he sits silently for 
a moment after he hears it. 

“When I did it, I don't think I 
really thought about it,” he says. 
“It wasn’t like I was thinking about 
what I was doing. It was like, I 
needed the cash. I was looking 
for work”

ROAMIN’ HOLIDAY 

Local artist Anthony Campuzano makes the 
ICA Ns summer home. By John Vettese 

Y ou can see Anthony Campuzano reflected in his studio. 

The workspace sits on the fourth floor of a Kensington 
warehouse, where somebody scrawled “Pew!” in white paint 
on the door. He smiles when I point this out — a buddy did it after 
news broke that Campuzano was granted a 2009 Pew Fellowship. 

Inside, a desk at the window is piled with yellowing newspapers, 
from which he abstracts headlines and stories into thought-pro- 
voking text art. They are joined by otherageless objects of inspira- 
tion, like notes and photos. 

Tacked to the wall are working versions of his drawings 
— an original idea, a first variation, a second. Then one that 
approximates a finished piece we may recall hanging at his recent 
Fleisher-Ollman Gallery exhibit, “AD Right-Still!"Works from past 
shows sit in nooks behind partitions. 

With a workspace so intertwined with its artist, it’s difficult to 
imagine uprooting it. But that’s what Campuzuno is doing; this 
month he takes his desk, table and couch, his materials, books and 
inspirational effects, re-creating his studio at the University of 
Pennsylvania's Institute of Contemporuiy Ait, 

“Summer Studio With Anthony Campuzano,” opening tonight, is 
partly an exhibit, partly a month of interactive programming, and 
a touch of the artist himself being on display. This last bit makes 



“I actually have a drawing Fm going to do that addresses that,” 
he says. Working title: Stage Fright . 

But he repeatedly returns to the thought that, while he may act 
as the host, “Summer Studio" isn’t about Campuzano as much as 
creating an open, inviting, informational and exciting atmosphere 
Sir whoever wishes to participate. 

The series was hatched to fill a programming gap in the 
institute’s summer schedule. Campuzano, who coordinated the 
" Melody ; Melody and Meg" event for his 2009 ICA exhibit “Ibuch 
Sensitive, "jumped at the chance to fill it “ Melody " was an evening 
of art discussion, music (featuring Meg Baird and a backing band 
of Philly scene all-stars Kurt Vile, 
Chris Wilson , Chris Smith and 
Jesse Trbovich) and screenings of 
two films named Melody. 

“I had one night and I wanted 
to do all of these things,” says 

Campuzano. “And we pulled it off It was really a thrill . It's kind of 
interesting this time, because we actually have more time to do a 
similar array of filings." 

The initial idea for“Summer Studio” was summer camp-esque: 
a group of weekly classes, a series of lectures. Like most artists, 
Campuzano has participated in numerous programs ofthat ilk, 
as a student and a teacher; But, “it developed into two parallel 
things,” Campuzano says. "Highly organized events, and also the 
idea that you can just come, hang out, look at things and talk.” 

Among the events are fourclasses: Campuzano leads this week-

I C-» ] A MOVE INTO the mainstream makes for strange bedfellows for the 
Duplass brothers, but despite the presence of name actors and a relatively inflat- 
ed budget, Cyrus is of a piece with the mumblecore mavens' two earlier films. 

For better or (too often) for worse, all involved gamely play by the Duplasses’ 
made-up-on-the-fly rules. That fact may lead to a few frustrated audiences if 
anyone shows up expecting to see a raucous, sub-Apatovian comedy. Jay and 
Mark Duplass, who share writing and directing chores, certainly seem to play 
with those expectations, delighting in subverting them. It is a film defined far 
more by what it pointedly is not than by anything it actually is. In its basic outline, 
however, the story is not so far removed from the likes of Step Brothers: John C. 
Reilly plays John, a divorced schlub whose ex-wife 
( Catherine Keener), soon to be remarried, drags 
him to a party where he meets the charming Molly 
(MarisaTomei). Their relationship quickly blos- 
soms, despite a hint of secrecy on her part — which 
turns out to be her son, Cyrus (Jonah Hill), with 
whom she shares a too -close relationship. The stage is thus set for an escalating 
battle between lover and son, but aggression is alien to the Duplass worldview, so 
a few early bouts of passive-aggressive sparring eventually flatline until everyone 
just shrugs and derides to be nicer to one another. It’s an issue that by now seems 
inherent to the Duplasses’ method: With such a muted narrative drive, their films 
amble until they stall, at which point they wander aimlessly to a limp finish. The 
brothers’ last film. Boghead, was a self-reflexi ve spoof of slasher films, with a 
group gathering to write a horror movie and getting trapped in a real one — sort 
of. Cyrus takes the same approach to the modern brand of juvenile comedy, but

have been. The Duplasses’ films 
wear like an old T-shirt plucked 
from a pile of dirty laundry on 
a dorm-room floor: disheveled 
and comfortable, but ultimately 
ambiguous about whether the 
impression it gives is of a lack 
of pretense or an absence of 
care. While it may bo admirable 
that they managed to maintain 
their personal vision under the 
pressure of a studio environ- 
ment, there appears to be a t hin 
line between a refusal to sell 
out and an inability to grow,

JIN-JA BLESS 

aphilly-based intellectual property 
lawyer just might have the next big health bev- 
erage on his hands. But Reuben Canada's start- 
ing by spreading the gospel of Jin-Ja around 
Rittenhouse before he sets his sights on top pli ng 
the Odwalla Empire. 

Though Swarthmore grad Canada has plenty of 
groovy-dude proclivities — he's practiced yoga 
and meditation for 1 2 years — Jin-Ja was the 
by-productof a not-overtiy-healthful pursuit:the 
hunt for the Ideal cocktail mixer. Canada, a serial 
kitchen experimenter, began with aginger si mple 
syrup that he added to vodka. "I like having a 
signature thing," he says. 

Jin-Ja fits that mold. Thicker than your typical 
off-shelf energy booster, its color ahazy shade of 
straw, the drinkcombines water, liquefied ginger, 
lemon juice, cayenne pepper and a green tea blend 
to prod uceadrink that's unabash edly original. 

It starts off with the flavor of tea, then kicks 
into spicy overdrive, with asecond-actsurge of 
cayenneandgingernotescut bycitrus. It’speculiar 




a.m. to start theday (the health benefits of ginger 
andcayenneare widely touted), asapost-workout 
cool-down or as part of an adult beverage. 

At first Canada wanted Jn-Ja to stay a “neigh- 
borhood creation'— the initial marketingsc heme 
called for him to host informal tasting parties, 
then sell the drink on the web. But plans veered 
in another direction this spring, when Jay Choi, 
owner of Foods Friends happened upon Jin-Ja 
and encouraged Canada to sell it at his market. 

Canadaquickly developed branding and pack- 
aging (a hippy glass vial that wouldn't look out of 
place on the vanity of a high-priced Parisian call 
girl), and Jn-Ja had a retail presence. NowCanada 
says restaurants like Cichetteiia 19. Snackbar and 
D'Angelos have plans to carry it and he’s working 
on ramping up production — he's ordered 30,000 
new bottles, and hopes to have Jin-Ja in retail 
venues throughout Phi lly by late July. 

Jin-Ja hasseriousgrowth potential, but you have 
to wonder whya guy who’s al ready gotafull-time 
career would attempt to crack such a combative 
industry. "Ybu lookon that beverage rack — why 
would you ever go into a field that saturated with 
competition?" he says of his plans. " Because you 
loved whatyou were doingand believed in it. That's 
it— if you don’t then go into real estate."

UNDER THE RO-ZU 

A tale of two chefs defines a Japanese BYOB.

T he last thing a food critic wants to write is an obituary, least 
of all for a restaurant that’s still taking reservations. But if s 
hard to talk about Ro-Zu without mourning the departure 



of its debut chef, Todd Dae Kulper, who left the 
Bella Vista sushi spot abruptly in mid-May. 

Kulper's tenure lasted less than three months, ^^^Wote on: 
culminating in an exit so swift there may still ([ilypiper.net 

be cartoon-smoke clouds hanging over the inter- 
section of Seventh and Bainbridge. But what 
months they were: Before owner Ralph Pecca was forced to tempo- 
rarily close shop, citing an unspecified “emergency" on the answer- 
ing machine, Ro-Zu was orchestrating the most unexpected and 
exciting raw-fish creations to grace Philadelphia since Morimoto 
opened almost 10 years ago. 

From the beginning, Pbcca and Ku lper put the emphasis on 
omakase menus. There were four levels: $35, $50, $65 and $80. 
When you called to inquire about what distinguished one price 
pointfrom another, both men spoke from the same, rather amus- 
ing, script. “Thirty-five is for beginners," I was told by each of them . 



“Fifty is a more elaborate $35.” 

Eighty, you will be unsurprised to learn, was a more elaborate 
$65. Yet how that could be the case will remain a painful mystery 
to me, for the $65 option I chose yielded one of the most memo- 
rable, adventurous and skillfully executed meals I’ve eaten in 
Philadelphia. 

It overcame one of the least inspiring settings. The kitchen here 
has no stove or hood, but Ricca, a longtime veteran of the country 
chib business, hasn't poured many saved dollars into the decor. 
Eveiy table vase holds fake red roses, a flat-panel TV scrolls 
through a slideshow that looks like a freebie screensaver from the 
tourist board of Japan , and the wrap-around windows mean that 
everyone in the neighborhood can see that you Ve elected to dine 
amidst this dubious backdrop.

When the outgoing Kulper was manning 
the fish case, though, the last place you 
wanted to be was on the outside looking 
in. He wrapped sweet kumamota oysters 



in little quilts of tuna, topped with tart 
ponzu. He dressed a salad of tomatoes and jalapenos with aji 
amarillo.a hard-to-find Peruvian chili paste that gave what 
might otherwise have been a throwaway garnish the complexity 
of a superior ceviche. A dual preparation of giant Pacific octopus 
was a study in textural contrasts. The tender tentacles, sliced 
like thin salami coins, were interleaved with flyweight cucumber 
rounds and punched up with a rustic green habanero salsa. The 
head meat, chewier and slippery, was flavored with truffle salt 
and olive oil, plus a refined compote of orange habanero that was

all fruit and no heat. 

Scallop came three ways. Kulper sliced the main (lush 
into discs touched with house-made soy sauce; shaved 
the connective tissue into fettuccini ribbons tossed 

scallop's delicate, coral-hued roe sac under sweet sea 
urchin. Even the spread of straight-ahead nigiri offered 
captivating contrasts: multiple species of mackerel and 
snapper, saltwater as well as freshwater eel, and one of 
the sweetest shrimp I've ever tasted. Another plus was 
a winning server who had mastered the tricky art of 
explaining these multi layered dishes without sound- 
ing like a know-it-all. The place wasn’t doing much 
business, but it had everything in place to attract a 
loyal following. 

Some of Kulper’s post-wasabi creations were limited 
to omakase sittings, but some were available a la carte 
— and several seemed like they would remain on the reg- 
ular menu when Pecca reopened in June, with now chef 
Hung Pham at the helm. But the first few weeks of Ro- 
Zu’s second go-round have been a time of flux. The menu 
that was distributed in early June had already changed 
by the middle of the month, losing much of what had dis- 
tinguished it from Philly’s sushi mainstream. 

Pham, formerly ofWest Chester’s Kooma, has a sim- 
pler, lighter style than Kulper. During a recent meal, he 
was at his best when injecting the clean flavors of thinly 
sliced lemon and mint leaves into a yellowtail roll, for a 
refreshing summer pick-me-up. It’s hard to see him dab- 
bling too much with anything as heavy and potentially 
overbearing as truffle. He's working with the same fresh, 
high-quality fish Kulper was using, and mostly letting 
it speak for itself. A bowl of sashimi dressed in a bright 
vinegar sauce was simple and light, with enough zip in 
the liquid to make pieces of tuna shine. A nigiri spread 
was, again, simple and without flaw — but also without 
much to distinguish it from other mid-level sushi places 
around town. 

But some of his dishes seemed like ill-fated stabs at 
following Kulper’s very tough act, like a dish in which 
slices of lackluster strawberries ran up against flavor- 
deadening slices of seared tuna. Even if the strawber- 
ries were good (and there's been no lack of great local 
ones lately), I wouldn't go in for that combination 
again. Dabs of strawberry- and honey-infused wasabi, 
on the other hand, were a lively counterpoint to sliced 
scallop sashimi. 

Philadelphia gourmets may yet get another shot at 
Kulper’s oeuvre; he says he’s been in negotiations for 
a new project here. But I fear his departure lias dealt 
Ro-Zu a blow it will struggle to overcome. Without his 
relaxed banter and intense creativity — a rare combina- 
tion — the fake roses seem to stand out a little more, and 
the thin crowds are less perplexing. Pecca and Pham 
have had to get a feel for one another under tough cir- 
cumstances, and it's possible they will come together 
to resuscitate Ro-Zu, Yet it’s hard to imagine its second 
incarnation surpassing its first.
